Admissions  are,  however,  made  to  other  Hospitals  in  the 
South  Wales  Region  as  and  when  the  special  need  arises. 
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(b)  Orthopaedic  Hospitals 


Orthopaedic  cases  may  receive  treatment  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  In-patients  are  treated 
at  Rhydlafar  Hospital. 

Crossways  Hospital,  Near  Cowbridge  was  closed  down 
during  the  year. 


(c)  Infectious  Cases 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn 
Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend,  but  under  the  regionalisation  of 
Hospitals,  patients  are  occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  in  other  localities,  e.g.,  Lansdowne  Hospital, 
Cardiff. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the 
Ambulance  Control  Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  the  telephone 
number  of  which  is  Aberkenfig  303. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station, 
>jne  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Fire 
Station,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station, 
Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are  to  the 
north,  including  the  small  townships  of  Llanharan,  Brynna  and 
Ilanharry,  and  in  the  south,  Llantwit  Major  (including  Boverton) 
and  St.  Athan. 

Full  employment  is  available  throughout  the  area.  The  resi- 
dents in  the  north  find  employment  in  coal  mines,  by  product  plant, 
milk  factory  and  small  industries  sited  in  the  area  at  Tylagarw. 
Others  are  engaged  in  Factories  outside  the  rural  district. 

Workers  in  the  south  find  employment  at  the  large  Royal  Air 
Forces  Station  at  St.  Athan  and  the  two  Pov^er  Stations  at  The 
Leys. 

House  refuse  is  available  to  99%.  of  the  houses  in  the  area. 
Council  refuse  bins  are  available  throughout  the  area.  97%  have 
mains  water  and  74.8%.  are  connected  to  the  Public  Sewer.  A cess- 
pool emptying  service  is  available  to  those  not  on  the  public  sewer. 
Electricity  is  now  extended  to  all  but  the  most  isolated  houses. 


CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  total  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  parishes  of  the  area  for  1964. 

Measles. 

This  was  a year  of  fairly  light  incidence. 


Salmonella  Brandenburg. 

T'lotification  was  received  on  1st  October  that  a 17  days  old 
child  at  a CardilT  Hospital  was  a confirmed  case  of  Salmonella 
brandenburg.  This  child  was  born  in  hospital  and  had  not  left 
there  prior  to  notification.  The  mother  lived  at  St.  Athan  and  had 
returned  home  14  days  after  his  birth. 

On  swabbing  of  contacts,  the  mother  and  one  child  at  the 
home  address  gave  positive  results  although  they  had  shown  no 
symptoms.  Treatment  was  arranged  and  the  positive  girl  and  her 
sister  were  excluded  from  school.  Regular  swabbing  was  carried 
out  until  the  end  of  November  before  the  necessary  three  negative 
results  were  obtained  and  the  family  considered  free  from  infection.

During  the  year  the  names  of  10  persons  were  added  to  the 
Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these  7 originated  in  the  Coundl’s 
district.  There  were  9 inward  transfers  from  other  areas. 

We  were  informed  that  14  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  11  because  they  had  recovered  and  3 because  they  had 
moved  out  of  the  area.  There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

The  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind  and  from 
time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health  Committee  when  any 
case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  particularly 
as  regards  housing  conditions. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  now,  to  attend  to  the 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  for  persons  who  are  removed 
to  hospitals  or  wherever  it  is  considered  desirable.  Arrangements 
for  this  to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

Water  Supplies. 

The  public  supply  of  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Mid 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  is  available  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
rural  district  with  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  particularly 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  area.  97.6%.  of  the  dwelling  houses 
are  connected  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  extend  the  supply  to 
a street  of  12  houses  in  the  Llanharan  area  now  being  served  from 
a small  private  reservoir. 

The  water  is  fairly  hard  in  character  and  there  is  no  evidence 
of  plumbo-solvent  action.  There  is  one  source  of  supply  in  this 
district  the  remainder  of  the  water  being  piped  in  from  adjoining 
areas. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  three  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  two  attached  to 
holiday  camps  and  the  third  at  the  Atlantic  College,  St.  Donats. 

Periodical  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
Atlantic  College  and  Hafod  Camp,  Boverton.  These  samples  were 
of  an  advisory  nature  and  included  both  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical examinations.  Two  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  satisfactory  and  the  chemical  analyses  from  the 
Atlantic  College  were  satisfactory  with  adequate  residual  chlorine. 
The  chemical  samples  taken  from  Hafod  Camp,  Boverton  were 
deficient  in  chlorine  and  advisory  visits  were  made  to  increase  the 
dosage.

During  1963  the  Public  Health  Inspector  presented  a report 
on  the  inspections  of  houses  in  Llantwit  Major  lacking  standard 
amenities,  and  during  1964  a similar  report  was  presented  dealing 
with  houses  in  Pembroke  Street,  Thomastown.  There  are  67  houses 
in  this  street  built  about  1900  and  the  conditions  found  were  as

Letters  were  sent  to  the  owners  of  these  properties  requesting 
them  to  give  consideration  to  the  provision  of  these  essential 
amenities  and  pamphlets  were  also  included  giving  details  of  the 
grants  and  loans  the  Council  are  prepared  to  give  for  approved 
schemes.  The  response  was  discouraging  and  it  is  thought  that 
compulsory  powers  will  be  required  to  achieve  the  required  results. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collectiun. 

Refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  are  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Weekly  kerbside  collections  are  made  throughout  the  southern 
and  central  parts  of  the  area.  Twice  weekly  collections  are  made 
from  business  premises  at  Llantwit  Major,  and  twice  weekly  collec- 
tions take  place  in  the  coal  mining  areas  of  the  north. 

The  Council  have  undertaken  the  collection  of  refuse  from 
the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  St.  Athan  since  it  was  first  opened. 
Daily  collections  are  made  from  cook  houses  and  messes  and  collec- 
tions from  other  parts  of  the  Station  takes  place  at  varying  intervals. 
The  Council  also  collects  trade  refuse  from  the  Camp  for  which 
the  Royal  Air  Force  authorities  pay  the  sum  of  £1,275  per  year. 

The  District  Council  collects  refuse  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Borough  Council  who  pay  for  this  service. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  the  Council  had  delivery  of  a 35  cube  yard 
compression  type  refuse  collector  and  a 1400  gallon  S & D cesspool 
emptier.  This  latter  vehicle  being  the  first  of  a new  size  manufac- 
tured by  Messrs.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Ltd. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  disposal  is  now  centred  at  one  site  of  \3j  acres  owned 
by  the  District  Council  at  Llanharan.  During  the  year  the  Council 
purchased  a second  hand  Fiat  Bulldozer  for  use  on  this  site  and 
this  has  resulted  in  considerable  improvement  in  the  method  of 
controlled  tipping. 


Central  Garage. 

The  vehicles  are  garaged  at  Cowbridge  where  facilities  for 
petrol  and  diesel  are  available.  A chargehand/ fitter  is  engaged  to 
carry  out  maintenance  of  the  vehicles. 

The  central  depot  also  provides  storage  for  refuse  and  litter 

bins. 

Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection. 

As  a result  of  a detailed  questionnaire  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  connection  with  refuse  collection 
arrangements  and  costs,  the  following  information  was  supplied  : — 

(a)  The  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  in  this  area  in  one 
week  amounted  to  107  tons. 

(This  is  an  increase  of  33%  since  the  refuse  was  last 
weighed  in  1954). 

(b)  The  cost  of  refuse  collection  per  thousand  premises 
amounted  to  £2,071  per  annum.  The  number  of  premises 
receiving  a collection  each  week  totalled  5,900.  99%  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  receive  a refuse  collection. 

The  Council  enter  all  their  drivers  for  the  certificate  of  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  award  and  five 
drivers  qualified  for  this  certificate  and  the  special  Council’s  Grant 
for  the  year  1964. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

The  demand  on  this  service  increases  and  despite  the  delivery 
of  a new  1400  gallon  emptier  during  the  year  it  is  difficult  to  keep 
abreast  with  this  work. 

The  number  of  new  and  existing  houses  provided  with 
cesspool  each  year  far  outnumber  the  houses  with  drainage 
connected  to  the  sewer.  The  proposed  village  sewerage  schemes 
will  considerably  ease  the  demand  on  this  service. 
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Another  difficulty  is  the  question  of  disposing  of  the  contents 
of  the  emptiers.  Only  one  point  is  available  in  the  south  and  this 
necessitates  long  hauls  and  loss  of  time  travelling. 

The  vehicles  also  desludge  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Llan- 
haran,  Ynysmardy,  Ystradowen,  Treoes  and  Marcross.

Early  in  the  year,  due  to  excessive  demands  for  the  service 
and  an  engine  overhaul  of  one  of  our  emptiers,  it  was  necessary 
to  hire  a cesspool  emptying  vehicle  from  a firm  at  Hereford  and 
in  addition  the  Bridgend  U.D.C.  loaned  one  of  their  vehicles.  In 
view  of  the  increased  work  in  this  district  it  was  decided  to  dis- 
continue the  arrangement  of  hiring  our  vehicle  to  the  Llantrisant 
and  Llantwit  Fardre  R.D.C.  to  deal  with  a small  number  of  cess- 
pools in  that  area. 

The  Council  increased  their  charge  for  emptying  cesspools 
in  excess  of  the  four  free  services  from  35/-  to  40/-  and  where 
the  vehicle  is  used  on  the  hourly  basis  from  26/-  to  30/-  per  hour.

Refuse  Bins. 

The  Council  commenced  a bin  scheme  from  the  1st  April 
under  which  each  separately  rated  property  in  the  area  is  supplied 
with  a Council  refuse  bin  the  charge  to  be  made  on  the  general 
rate  fund. 

The  above  scheme  replaced  the  bin  hire  and  selling  scheme 
which  has  operated  since  1950  and  under  which  2,824  bins  have 
been  supplied  by  the  Council.  The  fact  that  a considerable  number 
of  premises  in  the  area  (including  all  the  Council  houses)  already 
have  properly  constructed  bins  made  the  introduction  of  the  new 
scheme  much  easier  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been.  The 
number  of  bins  supplied  during  the  year  is  set  out  as  follows  ; —

Litter  bins  are  provided  in  the  more  populated  parts  in  the 
Rural  area  but  the  damage  to  these  bins  by  vandalism  is  dis- 
heartening. 

Bins  are  provided  at  points  on  the  Llantwit  Major  beach. 

Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  uses  a mechanical  Road 
Sweeper  and  manual  labour  for  the  cleansing  of  streets  for  the 
area. 

The  streets  on  Council  housing  estates  not  yet  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council  are  cleansed  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  of 
the  District  Council. 

A part-time  labourer  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  sweeping 
of  streets  in  the  centre  of  Llantwit  Major  on  Sundays.

The  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  in  the  villages  of  Colwin- 
stone  and  Llysworney  is  considered  necessary  in  view  of  the  size 
of  the  cesspool  emptying  problem  in  these  areas  and  the  number 
of  new  houses  recently  constructed. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  Inspector 
has  recommended  that  the  sewerage  schemes  serving  the  Council’s 
housing  estates  at  Church  View,  Marcross  and  Treoes  should  be 
extended  to  .serve  the  remainder  of  the  villages. 

Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major,  where  there  are  38  private 
houses  on  cesspool  drainage,  can  be  dealt  with  only  when  the 
extension  of  the  .sewer  to  deal  with  the  Llanmaes  Road  Housing 
Site  is  provided. 
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3.  Kecuniiiiendadoii. 


We  recommend  that  the  Council  prepare  a priority  list  of 
villages  to  be  dealt  with  and  having  regard  to  the  cesspool  emptying 
problems  and  the  size  of  the  villages  concerned,  we  suggest  that 
schemes  be  provided  in  the  following  order  : — 

1.  Llandow  (plans  prepared). 

2.  Llanmaes  (plans  under  consideration). 

3.  Colwinstone  (with  55  premises). 

4.  Llysworney  (with  53  premises). 

5.  Treoes  (with  19  premises  not  on  the  sewer). 

6.  Marcross  with  20  premises  not  on  the  sewer). 

Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major  to  be  considered  as  and  when 
the  sewer  serving  the  housing  site  is  provided. 

A survey  made  during  the  year  disclosed  that  there  were  471 
(approximately  10%)  of  the  properties  in  the  area  physically  or 
economically  incapable  of  being  included  in  sewerage  schemes.

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

One  application  for  a licence  under  the  above  act  was  received 
during  the  year.  The  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
condition  and  a licence  was  granted. 


Dead  Animals  on  the  Beach. 

The  Coastguards  and  Police  reported  several  animals  washed 
up  on  the  beaches  in  the  area  during  the  year.  In  addition  the 
Police  reported  dead  animals  found  on  the  highway.  These  were  all 
removed  by  the  Health  Department. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  etc. 

At  the  request  of  the  Police  the  Council  arranged  for  the 
burial  of  a male  person  found  dead  in  a house  at  Llanharan.  Burial 
was  also  arranged  for  the  skeleton  of  an  unknown  person  found 
at  Llantwit  Major  Beach  in  June. 


Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960. 

Complaints  were  made  by  residents  in  Llantwit  Major  regar- 
ding noise  from  a corn  drying  plant.  The  farmer  had  already  taken 
professional  advice  and  was  taking  reasonable  precautions  to  deal 
with  the  noise.  He  agreed  to  take  further  measures  which  should 
reduce  the  noise  to  a reasonable  level. 
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Petroleum. 


There  are  38  licensed  premises  for  the  storage  of  petroleum. 
These  are  regularly  inspected.  All  new  installations  are  inspected 
and  tested  under  the  supervision  of  the  Councils  Officers. 


Explosives  Acts  1875  and  1923. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer  under 
these  Acts.  Nine  explosives  store  licences  and  six  registered  premises 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  In  addition  nineteen  premises  were 
registered  for  the  sale  of  fireworks. 


Cinemas. 

A modern  cinema  is  licensed  by  the  Council  in  Llantwit  Major. 
Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  and  the  premises  comply  with 
the  Cinematograph  Act  and  Regulations. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


(a)  Surface  Properties. 

The  Council  has  a Rodent  Operator  who  is  supplied  with  a 
van  to  carry  out  his  duties.  Warfarin  is  now  exclusively  used  as 
a poison  and  pig  meal,  flour  and  sugar  as  a base.  Details  of  the 
inspections  made,  premises  treated  and  infestations  found  are  given 
in  the  table  below. 


tb)  Sewer  Treatments. 

The  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
in  co-operation  with  our  own  staff  have  been  engaged  in  carrying 
out  a trial  scheme  in  the  use  of  Fluoracetamide  as  a poison  in  the 
treatment  of  rats  in  sewers.  This  poison  has  to  be  handled  carefully 
and  stringent  precautions  are  taken  by  the  operators  in  using  this 
material.  The  results  have  been  most  satisfactory. 


(c)  Farm  and  Other  Contracts. 

Twelve  contracts  were  entered  into  for  the  treatment  of  farms 
and  business  premises  during  the  year. 
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MEAT  AND  FOOD 


Milk  Supply. 

All  milk  now  sold  must  be  designated  and  bottled.  No  samples 
were  taken  by  this  authority  during  the  year.  The  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  the  staff  of  the  various  dairies  receiving 
farmer’s  milk  and  the  Inspectors  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 


regularly  sample  the  milk  supplies  of  the  district.

Poultry  Dressing  and  Packing. 

Only  one  premises  is  used  for  the  dressing  and  packing  of 
poultry  on  a commercial  scale  and  this  is  usually  limited  to  the 
Easter  and  Christmas  periods.  One  farmer,  previously  dealing  in 
dressed  poultry  discontinued  his  business  during  the  year. 


Typhoid  at  Aberdeen. 

Following  a circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the 
above  outbreak  92  food  premises  were  inspected  and  consignments 
examined  for  a certain  brand  of  Corned  Beef  thought  to  have  been 
responsible  for  the  outbreak.  No  tins  bearing  the  code  number 
referred  to  were  found. 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 

These  regulations  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The 
Council  charge  the  full  scale  for  inspections,  and  all  animals  killed 
in  this  district  were  inspected  and  marked. 

Arrangements  are  made  with  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of 
the  Llantrisant  and  Llantwit  Fardre  R.D.C.  for  inspections  to  be 
carried  out  during  the  ab.sence  of  the  District  Council’s  Inspector. 


Slaughterhouses  Act  1958. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  by  the  Council  and  slaughtering 
is  limited  to  two  days  during  the  winter  months  and  three  days 
during  the  summer  period. 

Three  licences  for  slaughtermen  were  issued. 

Diseased  and  waste  foods  from  the  slaughterhouse  is  collected 
at  regular  intervals  by  a licensed  dealer  operating  from  the  Penybont 
area.

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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  became  operative  on  the  1st 
August,  1964  by  which  date  all  premises  coming  within  the  scope 
of  the  Act  should  register  with  the  local  authority. 

The  Act  gives  to  the  office  and  shop  worker  some  of  the 
safeguards  of  health  and  safety  which  the  Factory  worker  has 
enjoyed  for  many  years. 

The  Act  deals  with  such  aspects  as  cleanliness;  overcrowding; 
ternperature;  ventilation;  lighting;  sanitary  conveniences;  washing 
facilities;  drinking  water;  accommodation  for  clothing;  sitting 
facilities;  seats  for  sedentary  workers;  eating  facilities;  the  condition 
of  floors,  passages  and  stairs;  danger  from  machinery;  noise  and 
vibration;  prohibition  of  heavy  work  by  certain  classes  of  employees; 
first  aid  facilities;  and  fire  precautions.  In  addition  to  the  Act  itself 
the  Minister  has  published  many  explanatory  circulars  and  orders 
dealing  with  the  various  aspects  of  the  Act. 

The  Act  will  increase  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Inspec- 
torate and  will  form  an  important  aspect  of  the  work  in  future.
